Chicago Promoters to Attempt

From Chicago comes the edifying intelligence that pro 


moters are planning to attempt the racing game in Indi 
ana again; that plans are going forward for the construe 
tion of two tracks in Indiana—one in Lake county and

With a smug chuckle, they assert, also, that 
while the management hasn't any sort of idea of indulging 
in gambling, the spectator of standing will probably have 
little difficulty in making an occasional "oral" bet.

so to subdivide .1 ship that she won't he 
sunk if this division be properly carried 
out. 
Kut thc possibility of constructing 


iioii-sinknblc ships and tlic practicability 
from tiio commercial standpoint arc vast- 
ly different questions. Every subdivision 
of water-tight compartments hampers 
and restricts both the size and the distri- 
bution of the cargo. 


"Until we reach thc milleniuui thc only 


way out of the difficulty that I can sug- 
gest is that great steamship companies 
must sooner or later safeguard human 
life hy making commercial sacrifices in 
this respect."
